Breakfast Lamb. 

A delicious and easily prepared 
dish is made from left-over lamb, and 
the last of your lamb roast may very 
well have its place on the Sunday 
morning breakfast menu. 

Two cups cold, cooked lamb, 1 hard- 
cooked egg, 2 tablespoons butter, 2 
tablespoons flour, 1 cup milk, 6 bak- 
ing powder biscuits, salt, pepper.

Bacon With Pineapple. 

Of course bacon is so popular as 
a breakfast dish that it seems no one 
needs to be reminded of its appetite 
tempting power. Here is a way of com- 
bining the breakfast fryit and bacon. 

Twelve slices bacon, 6 slices pineap- 
ple, flour, salt. 

Place a single layer of bacon in a 
cool frying pan. Place over a slow 
flame. Pour off the fat as it forms, 
in order that the bacon will be dry and 
crisp. Remove to the center of a hot 
platter and keep hot. 

Season a little flour with salt and 
pepper. Dip the slices of pineapple in 


flour, covering both sides. Brown in| 


very hot bacon fat and serve on & 
platter around the bacon slices. 
Bacon Omelet. 

In the famous breakfast combination 
of bacon and eggs, the two may make 
their appearance together as a bacon 
omelet. 

Beat four eggs, without separating 
the yolks and the whites, to a light 
froth, adding four tablespoons of wa- 


ter, 1-2 teaspoon of salt, pepper and 
paprika to taste. Cut 6 thin slices of 
bacon into dice and fry to a golden 
brown. Remove the bacon from the fat 
and keep it warm. Then pour off all 
the fat from the pan except enough 
to keep the omelet from sticking. Turn 
in the egg mixture and cook the ome- 
let carefully. Just before folding 
sprinkle with the crisply cooked bacon. 
Gold and serve at once on a hot plat- 
ter.

VIOLENCE CONDEMNED 
IN LABOR DISTURBANCE 


Manufacturers’ Association 
Leader Deplores Beating of 
Union Men at Gadsden. 


ANNISTON, Ala., July 9.—Law- 
lessness and violence allegedly com- 
mitted by unions in connection with 


strikes was scored by T. Scott Rob- 
érts, of Anniston, president of the Ala- 
bama Cotton Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion, in a statement issued last week 
relative .to a labor disturbance at 
Gadsden, Ala. 

Text of Statement. 

The statement, made public here 
yesterday, follows: 

“The recent beating of union men 
at Gadsden is deplorable and I state 
unreservedly and sincerely that those 
guilty should be prosecuted and pun- 
ished. Union organizations and union 
officials are bitterly protesting these 
violent acts, are calling for investi- 
gations and are appealing to public 
sentiment to back them in their pro- 
tests against violence. While they are 
thus agitating for law and-order I 
think it very appropriate to remind 
the public of the*flagrant acts of law- 
lessness and violence, actual or threat- 
ened, which have been perpetrated by 
the unions in connection with every 
strike in recent years. 

“Less than two.years ago we had a 
widespread series of textile’ strikes. 
Every textile plant in the city of An- 
niston was surrounded by a large 
crowd of strikers who by force pre- 
vented anyone from going into the 
plant. It was very important that 
goods already manufactured be 
shipped, but not a pound could be 
moved because strikers forcibly pre- 
vented entrance to the plants, and 
any man who attempted to get in the 
plant would have been beaten to in- 
sensibility or death.@ Also I am sure 
the public has not forgotten the armed

“These conditions were by no means 
peculiar to the city of Anniston. They 
existed and do exist wherever there 
are strikes throughout the United 
States. Today in several cities of the 
United States workers in plants are 
beseiged by union strikers and dare 
not, at risk of their lives, leave the 
plant or even show themselves at 


windows. 
Two Thoughts. 
“I wish to direct public attention 


to two thoughts in connection with | 


this situation: 

“ (1) Union labor would be in far 
better position to condemn the law- 
lessness from which they -suffered in 
Gadsden if they did not themselves 
invariably engage in wholesale, fla- 
grant violation of law and order in 
every strike. 

(2) Communities which do not 
protect their industries against vio- 
lence at the hands of strikers are not 
only going to have trouble —— new 
industries, but are apt to fing it hard 
to keep some of those they already 
have.”

That is, they would follow for the pres- 
ent the Swedish approach of state-owned monopolies in only a few of 
the largest or most eaSily attainable industries. 

However, this is rather dangerous ‘stuff, especially in a campaign 
year, so, for the present the idea will continue to be vague in its pub- 


lished form. 


CURE-ALL What makes all this necessary, Wallace says, is that peo- 


ple have lost their religion. 


They believed in work as 


long as they believed in God. They accepted the simple homely ideas of 
home and family, hard work and thrift to provide a better education and 
position for their children—not because they thought that was natural 
and wise, says Mr. Wallace—but because some church told them to. 


But now: 


‘The people have largely discarded a belief in the super- 


natural and a future life, from which source they originally obtained 


much of their driving power.” 


Mr. Wallace does not think his co-operative solution is apt to be a 


slightly deficient substitute for religion. 


Nor does he consider the pos- 


sibility that government officials might do a lot more good by calling 


attention to consoling religious principles. 


Likewise, he fails to mention 


the enjoyment he personally gets out of his own work, or how lost he 


would be if he lost it.

The reason given for | 
this discrimination, when I thrice 
registered a vigorous protest on the 
floor of the senate, was that the an- 
nual income of the corn, hog and 
wheat farmer has been more than 
that of the cotton farmer, and that 
there were many more cotton farm- 
ers than corn, hog and wheat farm- 
ers, and that the total paid the cot- 
ton farmers has been more than to 
the producers of any other single 
commodity. 

I do not intend to throw away the 
half loaf, which we have secured for 
the cotton farmer and the tobacco 
farmer, either out of spite or to re- 
lieve the very wealthy of this coun- 
try of their income taxes. If you 
elect me as your senator, instead of; 
throwing away the half loaf, I pro-| 
pdse to swing on to it fot all we are 
worth and wage a vigorous battle to 
get the other half. It may be that 
some time in the future it will be 
feasible to repeal the benefit pay- 
ments to farmers. It should not be 
done as long as we have the present 
tariff system. Payments to farmers 
will have to be substantially in- 
creased, and amount to much more 
money than has been paid the farm- 
er heretofore before he will have re- 
ceived anything like his proportion- 
ate part of benefits resujting from 
prefer-ntial laws, or has received 
back that taken away from him by 
the monied interests-of this country 
in the past. 


Some sparities. 
There hake yrdoubtedly been dis- 
parities and infustices in the amounts 
which individual farmers have re- 
ceived. Time will correct these in- 
equalities. 

No one has any right to complain 
of the farm legislation now in effect 
except those who~ wish to repeal the 
income taxes, levied to raise money 
with which to pay the farmers. The 
program of the federal government 
affecting farmers today~ is wholly 
voliintary, and the farmer can either 
take it or leave it alone. He can 
exercise his own judgment in the 
matter and handle it according to | 
the dictates of his own conscience. | 
If it is in the interest of the farmet | 
to plant some of his land in soil- 
building crops to preserve the fertil- 
ity of our soils for the generations 
which will have to be fed iong after 
the last one of us living today has 
appeared before the bar of judgment, 
I advise the farmer to take the mon- 
ey. If an individual farmer feels that 
it 1s not to his interests to have any- 
thing to do with the farm program, 
and that he can make more money 
and take better’ care of his lands by 
not joining in the farm program, I 
advise him to leave the program 
alone, and have nothing to do with 
it. I do not advise any farmer who 
believes that this money is tainted 
and that the soil conservation pro- 
gram is criminal and immoral to take 
the money, because I know the farm- 
ers of this state, among whom I have 
lived and had my being, would resent 


such an insult to their character and 
integrity. 


I am glad that all com ulsor 
legislation has been wiped out. Tt 
was born of the emergency, created | 
by the enormous surplus of low-| 
priced farm crops, which had to move | 
before prices could be increased, It 
was always distasteful to me, and 
while the farmers themselves approy- 
ed it overwhelmingly at the ballot 
box, I feel it was because the farmer 
realized the emergency and wished to 
show his desire to co-operate, rather 
than enthusiastically indorsing the 
program. After the decision of the 
supreme court by a divided bench, 
declaring the AAA program uncon- 
stitutional, I introduced a bill for 
the immediate repeal of the Bankhead 
cotton act and the Kerr-Smith to- 
bacco act. If those who have charged 
to the contrary will check up on this | 
bill, they will find that it was the | 
lirst introduced in the senate to re-| 
peal this act, and that it was before | 
the President’s message asking for 
repeal. This bill was introduced on 
January 16, 1936, and the Presi- 
dent's message came on February 3, 
1936. As a direct result of the bill 
which I introduced, these two acts 
were repealed. In my opinion, the bill 
I introduced was directly responsible 
for speedy action being had in this 
matter. 


No Alarm Shown. 


It has been claimed that threats 
of lawsuits emanating from Atlanta 
caused the repeal of these acts. I do 
not think that these threats terrified 
the President into sending the mes- 
sage to the congress approving their 
repeal. The President agreed with 
the philosophy of my bill, providing 
for repedl. If the supreme court held 
that the payments to farmers were 
illegal, the restrictive laws should 
naturally hare been wi out.

entertained in good faith by any re- 
publican administration. The orig- 
inal laws passed for that purpose had 
many defects, and in some cases the 
administration of the law was not 
all that could be asked. This was 
natural, for we were entering an un- 
explored field. The present agricul- 
tural relief act, known as the soil 
conservation act, in my judgment is 
better than any law we have had to 
date. Instead of giving up any ef- 
forts to help the farmers;~ because 
certain weaknesses developed in the 
laws designed for that purpose when 
they are put into trial, it seems the 
logical thing to me to try to profit 
by these mistakes and correct the er- 
rors as they appear. 

If you want a senator who pro- 
claims the failure of all farm relief 
legislation, and who wishes to wipe 
out all that which has been done and 
prevent other trials in- the future, | 
merely because of failures in the past, 
I am not your man. 

If you wish a senator who is will- 
ing to keep on trying until some way 
or means cam be devised to give the 
farmer and his family a fighting 
chance in this fast moving industrial 
and financial world of ours, I pledge | 
my efforts to keep on trying until we | 
get a law satisfactory to the farmers | 
of this nation. 

A great deal will be said in this 
campaign about the taxes collected on 
cotton and tobacco, produced in ex- 
cess of the allotments under the laws 
which have been repealed. Some of 
these statements are misleading and | 
untrue. In this category falls the 
statement that the President had rec- | 
ommended to the congress a return 
of these taxes. If the President ever 
made this statement, it was not in 
a message to congress, nor has it ever 
appeared in the daily press. So far as 
I am advised, he has made no public 
utterances whatever on this question. 

As for my part, I feel that in view | 
of the questionable constitutionality | 
of the Bankhead bill, and the tobac- | 
co act, these taxes should be refund- | 
ed. I therefore introduced a bill pro- 
viding for this refund in the past 
session of the congress. Due to the 
short time available before adjourn- 
ment, I was unable to secure consid- 
eration of this bill by both houses of 
the congress. I. propose to reintro- 
duce the bill at the next congress, 
providing for refund of this money 
to the farmers who paid it. I do} 
not pledge you flatly that I will see 
that you get this money back im- 
mediately forthwith, as my opponent 
pledged at McRae. A man who has 
had any legislative experience would 
not make a flat pledge that he would 
force a bill through the congress of | 
the United States. There is a great. 
deal of difference in sitting in.an | 
executive office, with the power to. 
fire at once any man who does not 
yell “me, too!” and jump as soon as 
he is spoken to. and dealing with 95 
senators and 435 congressmen from 
every state in the Union. 

Able Men in Senate. 


The men I met in the senate were 
able, self-respecting men, and while | 
most of them wished to be fair to! 
others, as far as the interests of | 
their own states will permit, they | 
do not submit to intimidation and, 
bulldozing. Not many of them are| 
likely to admire a braggart, nor one | 
who attempts to bulldoze or intimi- | 
date them. With all due modesty, || 
think that I can say to those who | 
wish to get these taxes back that if| 
I cannot get them, you need have no 
hopes of some one senator cussing 
Roosevelt and the democratic admin- 
istration so loud and strong as to 
force the congress to pass the bill. 

During the time I have been privi- 
leged to serve as your senator, 
have met many able and interesting 
characters in the senate. One of the 
ablest men with whom I ever asso- 
ciated was the late Huey P. Long, 
of Louisiana. His seat was right 
next to my desk. He had the quick- 
est mind of any man I have ever 
known. He had studied the eco- 
nomics of government for years, and 
was familiar with the history, not 
only of this nation, but of the world. 
He was a superb orator, and pos- 
sessed a dominating personality. 
This man served in the senate of the 
United States for five years. Dur- 
ing that time he was never able to 
write one single law on the statute 
books of the United States. 

Why was this true? It was be- 
cause he would brook no opposition, 
and followed a policy of rule or 
ruin. He found that the methods 
he had applied in Louisiana as an 
executive, instead of helping him in 
Washington. destroyed his influence. 
His record shows that abuse of the 
President and his cabinet officials, 
and the fact that he held the state 
of Louisiana in the palm of his 
hand, instead of making him a use- 
ful public servant in Washington not 
only did not help his state, but at, 
times was detrimental to its inter- 
ests. 

It has been charged that I am a 
mere rubber-stamp senator. and that | 


I took orders directly from the! 


White House as to every move. Let 
me say in passing that if 1 were to 
be a rubber stamp, 1 would prefer 
to be the stamp of Franklin VD. 
Roosevelt and his ideals of helping 
the average man than to be the tool 
of the KRaskob-DuPont-Rockefeller- 
Wall Street crowd which are at- 
tempting to raise such a smoke 
screen in this campaign. 
No Apology for Roosevelt. 

I have no apologies for having 
been a loyal supporter of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in the innumerable 
trials and adversities with which he 
had to contend. It is almost im- 
possible to realize the burden and 
responsibility which has been his as 
he has considered the plight and dis- 
tress of the people of the United 
States during his term of office. I 
am glad that I have been privileged 
to defend him from the attacks of 
his detractors. His philosophy that 
it is the duty of government to pro- 
tect and aid the average man is 


wholly in accord with that which lL 
have held and worked for since I 
first went to the Georgia legislature, 
and entered into a public career. 
am a democrat, and it is rather un- 
usual to reproach a man for not 
playing the part of a Benedict Ar- 
nold toward his party and its lead- 
ers. 

It took no dictation from the Pres- 
ident or anyone else to cause me to 
support the legislation to save the 
homes of the home owners and the 
farms of the farmers of this country. 
I believed in that in principle, and 
was proud as an American that we 
had a President to advocate such a 
policy. 

It did not require any dictation to 
compel me to vote for legislation to 
insure the deposits in banks of the 
people of this country. I had be- 
lieved in such a program for many 
years. I have known what it was to 
have anguish and sorrow in a com- 
munity of a busted bank, and have 
seen widows and orphans, the old and 
infirm. the businessman and the farm- 
er shed tears of distress over the loss 
of their savings. I know what it 
means to a community to have a 
bank failure, and not only lose its 
money but to have assessments placed 
against the stockholders. 

No Dictation Needed. 

It did not require any dictation to 
have me vote in favor of legislation .o 
curb the manipulators of Wall Street 
and their predatory raids on the stock 
exchanges and the cotton and grain 
exchanges, and to force them to tell 
the truth about the securities they 
issue on pain of servic® in the fed- 
eral penitentiary if they defraud the 
public. I have seen the farmer and 
small cotton grower suffer from ma- 
nipulations causing tremendous drop 
in the prices of commodities, which 
were wholly unwarranted, and as a 
country lawyer I have heard sad 
tales of woe from those who were 
imposed upon with gold bricks in the 
form of watered stock and blue sky 
securities. 

It did not require dictation for me 
to vote for legislation to try to chain 
the bears and pen the bulls of Wall 


Street, who had so long plundered 


our people. I glory in the fact that 
we had a President who was strong 
enough and brave enough to incur 
their enmity, and I was proud to 
fight by his side in the contests on 
the holding company and security 
bills, which will stand as monuments 
to this administration. 

It did not require any dictation to 
compel me to vote to appropriate 
monies to aid the farmers of this 
country. I went from the middle of 
a cotton field to the senate of the 


United States, and I was glad to vote | 


for legislation suggested by a Pres- 
ident who knew that it was neces- 
sary to increase the buying power of 
40,000,000 farmers of this country if 
we did not wish all business, finance, 
and industry to freeze and fail. 

It was not on account of dicta- 
tion, even from as great a man 4s 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, that I felt 
a song of joy in my heart that lI 
could support legislation to increase 
the aid afforded by vocational edu- 
cation to aid the country boys and 
girls; to provide for rural electrifica- 
tion: to bring the blessings of elec- 
tricity to rest the worn fingers and 
bent back of the farm wives of this 
state; to build roads to the farmers’ 
farm, and to attempt to improve his 
lot in life. I had promised the farm- 
ers of Georgia that I would support 
any bill looking to their welfare be- 
fore either Franklin Roosevelt or 
was elected to our duties in Washing- 
ton, and I have made good on that 
promise. 

Followed Cheerfully. 

I am frank to say that where I had 
doubts in my minds as to the ad- 
visability of legislation favored by 
the President, and was not pledged 
and did not have convictions to an- 
other course, I have cheerfully fol- 
lowed his leadership. He is the head 
of my party and the President of the 
United States, and I intend to pur- 
sue that course during the next four 


There were other measures, such 
as the Guffey coal bill, whose pur- 
poses were desirable to iarge seg- 
ments of the country, but which I 
felt would be injurious to my state, 
and I opposed these recommendations 
with all of my power.

These issues are paramount, 
and nearly all of the other questions 
which will arise affecting the out- 
come of the campaign are related to 
them. 


Protects Georgia Interests. 


I have diligently endeavored te 
protect every interest of the people of 
Georgia. With due modesty I submit 
that my record as your representa- 
tive in the senate compares favor- 
ably with that of any other senator 
whose service is no longer than mine. 
I appreciate the friendships which 
I have made with the leaders of the 
states of the Union in Washington. 
I am in a position to render much 
better service now than ever before. 

When the original PWA act was 
pending I secured the adoption of an 
amendment which permitted PWA 
loans in Georgia despite the constitu- 
tional restrictions in this state on 
loans and grants of that nature. 

When the Worlds Relief Bill was 
pending I offered and secured the 
adoption of an amendment which 
provided that loans could be made to 
farmers for the purpose of purchas- 
ing farms and farm equipment. All 
of the work of the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration has beer carried on as 
a result of that amendment. I was 
determined that if that huge appro- 
priation was to be made, some step 
should be taken to see that the ever 
increasing problem of farm tenancy 
was solved. I want to see us about- 
face and reduce the number of ten- 
ants. The number of tenants on farms 
in this country has been steadily in- 
creasing. If our institutions of gov- 
ernment are to survive, we shall be 
compelled to turn the other way and 
to devise means to make it possible 
for every citizen who is willing to 
work to own his own home, however 
humble it may be. 

By virtue of the provisions of my 
amendment, funds were available this 
year to make seed loans to farmers 
to enable those who were able to ob- 
tain credit nowhere else to make a 
crop.

For Old Age Pensions. 


I am now going to discuss the'| 
question of old age pensions. I do not | 
know of any issue which is more in| 
the public mind today, nor on: about | 
which there has been more misrepre- | 
sentation. We are living in a very | 
fast age. The production of agricul- | 
tural products and of the shop and | 
of the mill have tremendously in- 
creased within the past few decades. | 
The changes in economic values have | 
Shaken our faith in the security of 
possessions once regarded as stand- | 
ard. The machine has displaced labor | 
in the mills and factories. In business | 
and commerce today it is next to im- | 
possible for a man past 40 years of | 
age to secure employment. Even the 
government has adopted the same pol- | 
icy, and there are many civil sery-| 
ice examinations which are not open | 
to persons over 40, 


Many states have recognized this | 
and adopted old age pension systems. | 
In order that our people might be re- 
lieved of the haunting fear that they | 
will come down into the shadows of 
life without any means whatever of 
Support, it is now recognized as a 
humane duty of government to pro- 
vide some meané to care for the old 
when they are unable to provide fur- 
ther for themselves. We cannot turn | 
them out to graze—they cre human 
beings. 

This administration therefore gave 
to the American people a great hu- 
mane program known as the social 
security program. It provides for 
co-operation by the federal govern- 
ment with the states in setting up 
a system of old age assistance, of old 
age insurance, of assistance to the | 
blind, to underprivileged children. | 
and other unfortunates. There is no | 
more pathetic spectacle on earth than | 
that of an old man or woman who | 
has spent his life at honest work | 
rearing and attempting to educate a‘ 
large family and set them up in life, 
who have through misfortune been 
unable to accumulate a competency, 
or have seen it swept away on the 
tide of economic adversities. 

For my part, I believe in a sys- 
tem of old age pensions. Some heart- 
less people, to serve their own selfish 
purposes, and to further their own 
interests, have sought to take advan- 
tage of these old people, and have 
raised false hopes that the govern- 
ment would give to every person past 
the age of 60 a pension of approxi- 
mately $200 per month. This pro- 
gram is impossible. and I deplore the 


heartbreaks and disappointments on 
the part of the old folks who have | 
heen enticed into believing in this | 
fantastic scheme. The government of 
course cannot stand any such expen- 
ditures, neither is it proper to pay 
an old age pension to one who does 
not actually need it. Think what a | 
ridiculous spectacle it would be if 
John D. Rockefeller and Henry Ford 
should draw money from the federal 
treasury for this purpose! 
Pensions Here to Stay. 

But we can and should make some 
provision along the lines of the fed- 
eral security act to the aged 
who are unable to look after them- | 
selves, and who are actually in need | 
of assistance. The federal law pro- | 
for the federal government to | 
match the states in a sum up to $15-! 
a month to provide these pensions. 
This would make a maximum pary- 
ment of S30 to any one old person. I 
do not think that we could safely 
embark upon a more liberal program 
at this tme. ‘The states are not 
able to furnish a greater amount to 
mateh the federal government, and | 
the states must help so that fraudu- | 
lent claims may be eliminated 

[ shall not go into any detailed dis- | 
cussion of the merits or demerits of | 
an old age pension system. It } 
here in this country now, and it is 
here to stay. It is up to us to see 
that the old folks in Georgia get | 
the benefits of the program.

Georgia who were in need should re- 
ceive some of the benefits from this 
program. I knew that the state ad- 
ministration was not in sympathy 
with doing anything for the old 
folks, and that the constitutional 
amendment passed by the legislature 
had been vetoed by the governor. | 
therefore offered an amendment on 
the floor of the senate to enable the 
old folks in Georgia to get the $15 
contribution by the federal govern- 
ment for a period of at least two 
years, until the people of Georgia 
would have an opportunity to ex- 
press themselyes on this subject. 
After a hard fight in the senate, 
which was to be expected because 
most of the states already had old 
age pension systems and were unwill- 
ing to see others secure federal funds 


without matching them, I secured the, 


adoption of this amendment in the 
senate. 

I deeply regret that the amendment 
did not go through as I had written 
it If it had, the deserving old people 
in Georgia would have been receiving 
this $15 per month from the federal 
government for some time, despite the 
opposition of the governor, but the 
house of representatives, after a hard 
fight defeated this amendment. The 
leader of the fight in the house for 
my amendment was Representative 
Nichols, of Oklahoma. In a radio ad- 
dress over a nation-wide hookup he 
paid me a very high tribute, which I 
appreciated very much, for having se- 
cured the adoption of this amendment 
in the senate. 

Congressman Nichols and practi- 
cally all of the Georgia delegation 
made a hard fight for the amend- 
ment in the house, but despite this it 
was defeated in its original form. 

However, out of this amendment 
the house finally accepted a com- 
promise which provided _that the 
federal government for a time would 
pay the old people in Georgia and 
other states similarly situated not to 
exceed $15 per month where the state 
would merely set up an old age pen- 
sion system, without any contribution 
whatever on the part of the state. 
If the state government in Georgia 
had merely been willing to set up 
the machinery of a system in this 
state, the old folks in Georgia could 
have been” receiving assistance 
through this channel, even though 
the state did not pay a dime in old 
age pensions. 

Opposition Startling. 


It is almost inconceivable to, me 
that those controlling the state gov- 
ernment of Georgia should have tak- 
en the position of not being willing 
to-lift its hand to secure this feder- 
al assistance for our aged, and of 
being opposed to the federal gov- 
ernment helping our old people with- 
out any @xpense to the state. 


If you want to voce for a man 
for your senator who is willing to 
see the old folks in Georgia suffer 
in their old age, or to be a burden 
to children who are not able to pro- 
vide for themselves and families, 
much less their parents, I am not 
your man. If you believe that the 
old folks in Georgia are as good as 
those of the other states, and are 
entitled to equal protection- and se- 
curity as the aged of the other states 
of this Union, I am entitled to your 
support. : 

An effort has been made through 
direct misstatement or misrepresenta- 
tion to convince the farmers of 
yeorgia that they were not entitled 
to share in the benefits of the social 
security program. If any favorit- 
ism is shown in the social security 
program, it is in favor of the farm- 
er. The old age benefits in the 
social security program are of two 
classes: One is a system of old 
age insurance. This insurance sys- 
tem is financed by the imposition of 
a tax of 31-2 per cent of the sal- 
aries of 
cial workers, levied both on employ- 
er and emplove. The funds thus 
derived are used to set up a reserve 


insurance, which varies in propor- 
tion to the earnings of the employes. 
The system is very similar to that 


the democratic President of |

Didn’t Learn Lesson. 

Senator Gore, one of the most col- 
orful figures in the senate, failed to 
profit by the lesson he learned dur- 
ing the last democratic administra- 
tion. Then a .member of the senate, 
he stood against President Woodrow 
Wilson .on both war and peace meas- 
ures, Because of it he was returned 
to private life and remained in retire- 
ment for a number of years.

Not in the present generation has a 
United States senator from the solid 
south been able to gain re-election 
after stamping himself as an opponent 
of a democratic president or a demo- 
cratic nominee for president. There is 
no occasion to think that Georgia now 
offers an exception through a slight 
variation in the rule whereby an anti- 
adminietration governor seeks to un- 
seat an administration sénator. 

There have been several instances 
where it was attempted. All met with 
practically the same degree of failure. 

Chronologically, the defeatist under- 
takings go back to 1918. Senator 
Vardaman, of Mississippi, sought to 
place himself on a higher plane of par- 
ty responsibility than the democratic

Eighth District Congressman 
Opens Fight for Re-election . 
at Waycross. 


WAYCROSS, Ga., July 9.—Assert- 
ing the issue in his campaign for re- 
election is Roosevelt and anti-Roose- 
velt, Hepresentative Braswell Deen, 
of Alma, eighth district congressman, 
charged here today that Governor Tal- 
madge and Hugh Howell, chairman of 
the state democratic executive com- 
mittee, put Andrew J. Tuten, also a 
resident of Alma, in the congressional 
race on an anti-Roosevelt platform. 

Congressman Deen made the open- 
ing speech of his campaign at cere- 
monies marking the dedication of this 
city’s new federal building, ceremo- 
nies at which Senator Richard B. 
Russell Jr., also a Roosevelt support- 
er, launched his campaign for re-elec- 
tion. 

Representative Deen declared that 
some years ago Chairman 
called upon him in Washington and 
asked him to “give Roosevelt hell” 
from the floor of the house. 


“This I refused to do because I 
was and still am for the President 
and his program,” the Alma congress- 
man said. 


Says Talmadge Irate. 

Mr. Deen declared Governor Tal- 
madge asked him tc appoint a post- 
master he could not name @nd assert- 
ed the Governor is displeased with 
him because of this and also because 
he refused to join in the Talmadge 
attacks on the President. 

In opening his fight for re-election, 
the veteran legislator called attention 
to the large number of federal ben- 
efits obtained by the people of the 
eighth district during the years he 
has been in congress and added that 
he believed more good had come to 
the eighth district during his incum- 
bency than in several previous dec- 
ades. 

“I am proud of the number of CCC 
camps we have obtained for the dis- 
trict and I am only sorry we could 
not get a camp for each county,” he 
said, “But my county is among those 
not having a camp.

Southern local community govern- 
ment suffers because there are too 
many counties, too much decentrali- 
zation of county government, too 


much haphazard financing and taxa- 
tion, and too many untrained peo- 
ple in county personnel, Professor 
Cullin B. Gosnell, of Emory Univer- 
sity, asserted before the University 
of Virginia institute of public af- 
fairs. Professor Gosnell was dis- 
cussing “Problems of Local Govern- 
raent in Relation to the South.” 

Attacking the multiplicity of coun- 
ties found in southern states, he said 
more efficiency in operating and ad- 
Binistering local communities would 
be achifved if reforms were insti- 
tuted.

“Not only could much 
money be saved, but efficiency could 
be improved by reorganization.”

The very large planets are less fa- 
vored by the sun than any I have 
named. The giant Jupiter is more 
than five times as far from the sun 
as the earth. This means that the sun 
would look small, indeed, to Jupiter 
folk—if there were any. 

We have been hearing during the 
past few years a good deal of talk 
about “the six-hour working day.” 
That would be shorter than the pres- 
ent custom on earth, but it would 
seem far too long to workers on Ju- 
piter. They probably would ask for 
a two-hour day. Daylight on Jupiter 
lasts only five hours, for the planet 
whirls around in the space of just 
about 10 hours. In the other hand 
the year is longer than ours. To make 
one full journey around the sun, Jupi- 
ter takes almost 12 of the years we 
count on earth.

According ‘to this theory, King 
Charles, on hearing of his son’s be- 
trayral of his confidence, trembled 
with the fear that the atory might 
get abroad, that the Protestants in 
England might again rise in their 
bloody wrath, and that his head, like 
his father’s, might fall by the ax. Con- 
sequently he gave the alarm to his 
“great and good friend.” Louis XIV, 
who had James de la Cloche arrested 
and placed in prison, where he be- 
came that mysterious personage, “The 
Man of the Iron Mask.”
